The quertion

by Stanley Matzke, Seward, said 
it didn’t. 
Loss for the Lincoln-Columbus 
train, Weingarten said, will run 
to some $500 this year.

Says Road’s Own Fault. 
He reminded that the railroad 
had removed its cattle loading 
pens at Malcolm “ even though it 
didn’t cost a dime to maintain 
them.” 
Their removnl, he said, 
fixed things so a farmer couldn’t 
ship his cattle by rail if he wanted 
to.

Smith said, “ are traceable to the 
times, not the lack of need for 
the trail!» .”

Today I have returned to the 
current war discussion via an in­ 
teresting letter from someone who 
signs himself Cynic.

I have even 
seen the bodies of refugees lying 
on the streets of the international 
settlement of Shanghai, policed 
by the British and Americans, 
with the native population flow­ 
ing by as unconcernedly as if 
they were dead dogs. Up until 
the time of the Japanese invasion, 
China was at the mercy of the 
various war-lords and wandering 
bands of Chinese communists. An 
American mLssionary told me that 
during a communist raid on the 
village where he was stationed, 
seventeen men were staked out 
on the ground and flayed alive.

Repairs On The Form 


r pH E cold, hard fact facing N eb raska farm ers is 
that if they w ant to b e certain that their 
farm m achinery will b e in running order next 
spring they had b etter arrange for necessary re­ 
pairs in the near future. 
In an address in Denv er last Saturday, M. Clif­ 
ford Townsend told agricultural representativ es of 
this region that it is prob lem atical w hether farm ­ 
ers will b e ab le to b uy repair parts for farm m a­ 
chinery after Feb ruary I, 1942. 
Mr. Townsend 
is director of agricultural defense relations for the 
U. S. departm ent of agriculture and acts in a 
liaison capacity b etw een the U. S. D. A. and the 
Office of Production M anagem ent.' 
The N eb raska U. S. D. A. Defense Board is cur­ 
rently com pleting plans for 
a determ ined farm m a­ 
chinery repair and scrap iron cam paign. 
It is a 
cam paign which shows wisdom and for^ ight. Its 
purpose is to get farm ers Ho find out w hat repairs 
they need and to assist in enab ling them to get 
the necessary parts and serv ices. 
The coopera­ 
tion of b lacksm iths, 
mechanics, 
im plem ent men, 
second-hand iron dealers and others w ill b e en­ 
listed. 
No farm er can afford to take the chance of 
letting this m atter of m achine repairs drift until 
spring. 
Spring m ay b e too late. 
The lessened 
num b ers of av ailab le farm lab orers m akes each 
farm er’s dependence on his m achinery and eq uip­ 
m ent all the greater. 
N ext spring lost tim e will 
b e a factor which prob ab ly cannot b e replaced b y 
the simple expedient of 
hiring 
additional help. 
N eb raska b ankers will b e displaying com m end­ 
ab le foresight if they too Join in this effort b y 
m aking the necessary credit av ailab le in ev ery 
possib le case w here the character and resources 
of a farm er show him to b e a good risk.

These lessons are the vulner­ 
ability of even the best natural de ­ 
fense» of island or pehinsula and 
the im potence of scapow cr operat­ 
ing in restricted w aters—against 
the applied m ight of overw helm ­ 
ing air power. 
T he Russians have not disguised 
the fact that the Crim ean situa­ 
tion 
is grave, perhaps hopeles.s. 
TTius, although the defenders can 
be counted on to fight a hard de­ 
lay ing action and while strong 
bands may hold out for a long tim e 
in the prehistoric caverns of the 
Yailas, the naval port of Sevasto­ 
pol has lost its value and probably 
w ill, In due course, be evacuated 
The Russian fleet then w-ill oper­ 
ate from Novorossisk and Batum, 
on th e east coast of the Black sea. 
Must Fa ce Siberia n Army . 


T his fleet has its job cut out for 
It, because the G erm ans already 
are talking about using the Black 
sea as a supply lane for the arm ies 
w hich w ill assault the Caucasus 
via the Strait of Kerch, the sup­ 
plies to be shipped from R u­ 
m anian ports. 
N aturally Germ an 
air pow er 
and possibly U-boats 
w ill be used to keep surface a t­ 
tackers at a distance from the 
supply ships. 
T hus H itler again is seeking to 
m aster tim e by the conquest of the 
C rim ea 
and to hasten a deadly 
stroke into the oil lands that lie 
about K rasnodar, at the w estern 
end of the tall and icy Caucasus 
range. 
His

Feodosiy a is som ew hat m ore than 
150 m iles from these oil fields; his 
arm ies now sm ashing at Rostov- 
on-D on, on the Russian m ainland 
a t th e northeastern extrem ity of 
the Sea of Azov, are a little m ore 
than 200 miles from the oil goal. 
Y et the sands may be running 
out. 
A well equipped Russian 
w inter arm y from Siberia is rein­ 
forcing the w estern approaches to 
the Caucasus, and a w inter cam ­ 
paign in and around the m ountains 
offers obstacles not y et encoun­ 
tered by the G erm an arm y . Even 
should it succeed, an eventual 
clash w ith the British Indian arm y 
now standing in Iraq would be in­ 
evitable. 
Thus east of the Black 
sea lies the battle which can y et 
break H itler’s m ilitary fist.

Comparing the heart with the 
engine of a car. Dr. Smith said 
that we do not fully appreciate 
the work of the organ until after 
it ceases to function properly. He 
said that heart disease accounted 
for more deaths in the United 
States than cancer and tubercu­ 
losis combined. 
Main causes of heart disease, 
the doctor said, were high blood 
pressure, syphilis, infectious dis­ 
eases such 
as 
measles, scarlet 
fever, etc., and excessive use of 
alcohol, tobacco, coffee, etc. These 
all contrive to lessen the effi­ 
ciency of the heart, he said. 
The work of the heart, he con­ 
tinued, is astounding when it is 
put in figures. A heart the size of 
a man’s fist pumps 50 gallons of 
blood every hour and its work 
every 24 hours is equal to lifting 
a ton 75 feet upward. 
Care of the heart may be in 
many ways, Smith said: a well 
balanced diet; temperate use of 
tobacco, coffee and alcohol; regu­ 
lar hours; and a trip to the family 
doctor once a year.
